Many Bills Have Been Tried in 
Effort to Prevent One Man 
Gaining Power Over 

Foodstuffs.

Washington. D. C., April 15. —[Special.J—Al- 
though telegrams have been pouring in and 

although a bill was introduced in the house 
today by Representative Charles F. Scott 
of Kansas prohibiting the dealing in fu- 
tures, there is but little chance of any action 
by the government to prevent the culmina- 
tion of the Patten wheat corner or any sim- 
ilar speculative movements which may de 
carried on in the future. 

The difficulty lies entirely in the fact that 
the government has no original jurisdiction 
in any matters which concern the ordinary 
trading in a local market. There have been 
bills before congress for a generation to pre- 
vent any dealing in futures, and efforts have 
been made from time to time to get the fed- 
eral government to interfere by means of a 
prosecution under the anti-trust law. 

All of these efforts have fafled in the past, 
and there does not seem to be any constitu- 
tional power in the government to put a 
stop to dealing in futures on breadstuffs 
in the Chicago board of trade any more than 
speculations in stocks in New York. 


Entire Country Is>Aroused. 


It is none the less evident that the entire 
country is aroused over the effects of the 
Patten corner on the price of bread. The 
White house is being deluged with letters and 


"telegrams from consumers and bakers. The 


individual members of the cabinet also are 
receiving messages from their own states, 
and in every case the demand is made that 
the government should prosecute Mr. Patten 


> and his associates on the ground that they 


are engaged in a conspiracy: or combination in 
restraint of trade.

Besides that, the farmers are 
ominously silent. They don’t seem to object 
to having the price of their wheat raised and 
take the ground that it is merely a develop- 
ment of the old law of supply and demand 
which regulates prices the world over. 


Prices Justified by Needs. 


The agricultural department a long while 
ago announced.a shortage in India, which has 
reacted, particularly in Great Britain and 
throughout Europe. The same department 
is inclined to believe that the Chicago prices, 
while abnormal, are largely justified, the 
supply of the grain at commercial centers as 
well as in the hands of farmers being un- 
usually small. | 

Representative Scott of Kansas, who intro- 
duced the bill today prohibiting the dealing in 
futures of grain, cotton, meat, and all forms 
of farm products, will be chairman of the 
agricultural committee of the house. Mr. 
Scott is extremely hopeful that he can pass 
such a measure and that it will go through the 
house with a whoop, being supported by the 
‘Republicans and Democrats. 

“We know that a corner exists,“ he said, 
“and that the price of flour has gone up to 
a point where the retail price of bread is 
likely to be increased. If this advance is 
Only a cent a loaf, the total will be enormous, 
and the greater part of the money will have 
to be paid, as usual, by the poor people. This 

business of boosting up the price of wheat 


after the original producer has sold is a bad 


thing for the country, and I propose to push 
the effort to have such a law enacted by 
congress. 


Legislation Tried Many Times. 


Unfortunately, legisiation of this character 
has been proposed for many years. Repre- 
sentative Hatch of Missouri, a Democrat, 
was the father of an anti-option bill which

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Legislature Asked to Create 
Grand Jury System and 
Full Jurisdietion in 
Criminal Cases. 


BLOW AT PAROLE CUSTOM 


Committee Indorses Bill Which 
Limits Provisions Under 
Which Convicts Can 
Be Freed.

Springfeld, Ill, April 15.—{Spectal. }—Rad- 
ical amendment of the Municipal court act is 
asked of the Illinois legislature in bills in- 
troduced today by Senator Dellenback and 
Representative Church with the explanation 
that they were drawn up by Municipal courf 
judges. An attempt is to be made to secure 
their passage with an emergency clause to 
* le their submission to the voters ot chi- 

at the judicial] election in June. 

The bills propose to change the Municipal 
court procedure by giving it a grand jury 
system, by creating an appellate division 
for the review of decrees, and by giving the 
courts vastly increased jurisdictional author- 
ity. When it is remembered that the original 
act was stubbornly fought, being condemned 
as too ambitious a substitute for the justice 
courts, it becomes apparent that this later 
effort to make the courts practically co- 
ordinate with the Circuit, Superior, and Crim- 
inal courts will raise a storm in the legisia- 
ture. 

Some limitations are retained in the bills 
proposing these departures from the original 
idea, but the section defining the power of 
the court in criminal cases is interpreted to 
give it full jurisdiction in all actiona, includ- 
ing capital cases. 


Many Opponents fo Bill. 

That the bills can be sent through the legis- 
lature with an emergency clause and be 
submitted to the voters at the next election 
does not seem possible. The original bill 
had too many opponents whose objections 
were against the provisions giving the court 
extensive jurisdiction to make it probable 
that the appellate division and the grand 
jury system can be given it now, either 
hastily or easily. 

Many of the legislators hold to the idea 
that this court system was created to provide 
n poor man's court and to wipe out 
the justice court system which had become 
unbearable. They contend that when these 
two things were accomplished everything 
which was sought had been obtained and t 
the establishment of a court system 


‘ordinate with the Circuit court was not con- 


templated in any of the original plans. 
Two bills were introduced in both branches. 


One rewrites the law completely and the 


other amends it by specifying the sections 
of the original act to be changed without 
presenting the entire act. One provides for 
the increased jurisdiction for the appellate 
division and for the grand jury system. The 
other makes no provision for the grand jury 
system. 
Provisions of the Bills. 

It has not been decided yet which of the 
two shall be urged for passage. A good 
deal of this doubt will be dissolved as soon 
as the temper of the legislat regarding | 


indictment of a 3 

grand jury cannot be obtained, the backers 
of the bills will be glad to accept the meas- 
ure creating the Appellate division as a 
compromise. 

The most eomprehensive bill provides that 
grand and petit jurors shall be provided for 
the Municipal court by the jury commission- 
ers as nearly as may be in the same manner 
and from the same lists as they are furnished 
to the Circuit, Superior, and Criminal courts 
of Cook county. 

“A grand jury shall be impaneled in the 
Municipal courts,” it provides, “at such 
times and for such length of service as the 
chief justice may determine, It shall be 
the duty of the chief justice to impanel or 
cause to be impaneled any grand jury for 
the Municipal courts and to interrogate or 
cause to be interrogated all grand and petit 
jurors summoned for service in the Munici- 
pal court and cause to be inquired into the 
qualifications of said jurors and reject from 
service as jurors all persons who do not 
appear to possess the qualifications required 
by law and cause the summoning of persons 
competent to serve as jurors, Any grand 
jury impaneled in said Municipal court shall 
consider such matters as may be brought 
before it and offenses cognizable in the Mu- 
nicipal court. The indictments of such 
grand jury shall be returnable to the Mu- 


nictpal court.” | 
Increases Criminal Case Powers. 

In the classification of the cases in which 
the court has jurisdiction there is considera- 
ble increase of power proposed in the civil 
procedure, and the third class, criminal, is 
interpreted as giving the court jurisdiction 
in criminal cases of all kinds. This clause 
is as follows: 

„g. Cases to be designated and herein- 
after referred to as cases of the third class 
which shall include (a) all criminal cases of 
every kind and character, (b) all proceedings 
for the prevention of commission of crime, 
(c) all proceedings for the arrest, examina- 
tion, commitment, and bail of persons 
charged with criminal offense, and (d) all 
proceedings pertaining to searches and seiz- 
ures of personal property by means of search 
warrants.” 

To create the appellate division of the court 
it is provided that the Supreme court may 
assign three judges of the Municipal court 
to sit in the Municipal Appellate court and 
review all final orders, judgments, and de- 
crees of the branch Municipal courts, except 
such as are removable directly to the Su- 
preme court. In case of emergency the gu- 
preme court may assign two additional 
judges to the Appellate division. These pro- 
visions would make the Municipal court a 
completely independent system, except for 
review by the Supreme court. 


Substitute for Parole Bills. 

To enable the court to keep up with the 
increased business which is conternplated by 
such changes in methods, it is provided that 
on petition of two-thirds of the judges the city 
council may order an increase in the number 
of judges by providing for the election of nine 
additional, the court in no case to consist of 
more than thirty judges. 

Progress in another direction in which the 
Municipal court judges are asking for legis- 
lation was made when the judiciary commit- 
tee reported to the senate a substitute for the

Elgin’s Firat Baptist Church 
Members End an Inspiration. 


PRAY WITHOUT MILLINERY. 


Can They DoIt? That's the Question 
Disturbing the Congregation. 


Easter hats and the wearing of hats in 
church formed virtually the only topics of 
discussion yesterday for the women mem- 
bers of the First Baptist church of Elgin. 
And there was much discussion. 

At the annual meeting of the congregation 
Wednesday evening the pastor of the church, 
the Rev. A. F. Purkiss, declared against dis- 
plays of millinery on women’s heads while 
at worship. His declaration was wholly un- 
expected and caused more than a “ mild rip- 
ple of excitement."" Immediately after the 
minister had finished speaking, however, a 
vote of the congregation on the question was 
taken and the result was six in favor and 
800 against the wearing of hats by women in 


church. 

This, notwithstanding the plea of one aged 
church member, who asked that old women 
might be allowed to wear bonnets—not hats. 

The preponderance of, votes against hats 
was explained by one woman member of the 
congregation after the meeting to be due to 
the fact that there were only a few women 
present. She said, however, that in all prob- 
ability the women would abide by the result 
of the vote and hereafter appear in church 
without hats. 

Bases Plea on “Common Sense.“ 

The question was brought up by the Rev. 
Mr. Purkiss in these words: 

„The wearing of hats by women in church 
is a matter in which common sense plays the 
leading part, and I think courtesy and con- 
sideration for others demand that women 
should sit in church with their hats off. Lask 
that you vote either not to remove your hats. 
to remove your hats, or, if need be, to reserve 
a section of the church exclusively for wom- 
en who think they must wear hats.” 

There were smiles of approval on the faces 
of many of the men present when the pastor 
had finished speaking, and à vote was de- 
manded immediately. Only one dissenting 
voice intervened, and that was when the aged 
woman appealed for permission to wear a 
bonnet. 

It is said the action of the pastor was in- 
spired by the elaborate display of millinery 
in the church Easter Sunday morning. 


Can Worship Either Way. 

The Rev. Mr. Purkiss has been in charge 

of the Elgin church only two weeks, having 
come there from Sharon, Pa. The First Bap- 
tist is one of the largest congregations in 
Elgin and numbers among its members many 
of the best known society women of the 
wed ot course many of us would like to keep 
our hats on in church,” said one of the wom- 
en members of the congregation in the even- 
ing. We have been accustomed to do so 
all our lives and I really can’t see why we 
should not continue the practice. The church 
isn’t like a theater—we don’t go there to see 
things, but to worship, and I for one can 
worship just as well with my hat on as with 
it off. 
2 Moreover, it's a difficult feat to adjust 
one’s hat without the aid of a mirror. How- 
ever, if it’s the decision of the majority, I 
suppose we must bow to it and appear at 
church hereafter with our heads bare. 


Doesn't Credit Report.

TWO RIVER BRIDGES REMOVED 


Maj. Rees Calls Public Hearing Regard- 
ing Lake and Indiana Streets Struc- 
tures, Called Obstructions. 


The federal government through the de- 
partment of war will take a hand in the im- 


} provement of navigation conditions ot mme 


Chicago river by requesting the removal of 
the Lake street bridge at the opening of the 
south branch of the river and also of the 
Indiana street bridge over the north branch. 
A public hearing in the matter has been or- 
dered by the secretary of war and will be 
held before Maj. Thomas HK. Rees, corps of 
engineers, United States army, on May 4, in 
room 608 of the federal building. Notices of 
the hearing were sent out yesterday. Thees- 
sential part of the notice is as follows: 

“Whereas, the secretary of war has good 
reason to believe that the bridge over the 
entrance to the south branch of the Chicago 
river at Lake street is an unreasonable ob- 
struction to the free navigation of the Chi- 
cago river on account of the center pier, nar- 
row draw openings, and faulty location, it 
is proposed to require the following changes 
to be made in said bridge by the 18th day of 
December, 1910, to-wit: 

„Removal of the superstructure together 
with the center pier to a depth of not less 
than twenty-two feet below Chicago city 
datum, and substitution for the existing dra 
of a draw of the bascule or vertical lift type 
having a clear headway when closed of not 
less than 16.5 feet above city datum for the 
full width of the draw opening.“

Former Chicago Pastor Gains 


$500,000 in Land Deals. 


SALE HERE REVEALS sToRY. 
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Prosperity Began in Trip West to Save 
Daughter’s Life.

A formal real estate transfer made in the 
routine of the county recorder’s office yes- 
terday revealed the story of a Chicago min- 
ister of the gospel who has gained a fortune 
of $500,000 during his spare time from preach- 
ing. Four years ago he left Chicago with 
slender means to nurse a daughter back to 
health. Today he is the owner of landed 
estates and an exclusive metropolitan apart- 
ment building. 

The hero of this fairy tale of finance and 
religion is the Rev. Richard A. Morley. a 
Methodist Episcopal pastor who was sta- 
tioned for several years in Chicago and Oak 
Park churches. The story transpired in the 
purchase by the minister of the Kenwood, 
the apartment hotel at Kenwood avenue and 
Forty-seventh street, for $400,000. 

The Rev. Mr. Morley, who is 45 years old, 
was pastor of the Moreland church at Walnut 
street and Forty-ninth avenue, and later of 
the Sheffield Avenue church on the north 
side. Later still he was pastor of the Euclid 
Avenue church in Oak Park. 


Goes West to Save Child. 

In 1904 the health of his daughter began to 
fail and soon afterward he exchanged pas- 
torates with the Rev. A. C. Geyer of Las 
Vegas, N. M., whither he went in an effort 
to save his child from tuberculosis. 

Shortly afterward Mr. Morley purchased 
a ranch a short distance from Las Vegas at 
a tax sale. That was the beginning of his 
prosperity. He bought more land and sold it 
at a large profit and within two years was 
the owner of a tract known as the Phenix 
ranch, comprising 2,570 acres, which he pur- 
chased for $70,000, This property is worth 
more than three times what Mr. Morley paid 
for it. 

Then the minister branched out still fur- 
ther, purchasing a 1,000 acre farm in Kansas 
near Kansas City, which is valued at $150,- 
000; two farms in Llinois and one in Wis- 
consin. And all the time he never missed a 
Sunday in his pulpit nor a Wednesday even- 
ing prayer meeting. 


Pays $400,000 for Apartments. 

The purchase of the Kenwood is the preach- 
er's latest venture in finance. John A. Drake 
was the owner of this property, which fronts 
150 feet on Kenwood avenue and 100 feet on 
Forty-seventh street. He sold it to Mr. 
Morley for $400,000, taking in part payment 
the Phoenix ranch, valued at $250,000. The 
minister assumed an incumbrance of $150,000, 

Newton B. Lauren, C. F. Adams, and J. c. 
Linn negotiated the transaction The Ken- 
wood is an eight story fireproof building con- 
taining forty-eight apartments of from four 
to twelve rooms each. 

This minister, who has demonstrated that 


the pulpit is not entirely a bar to the win- 


ning of wealth, was born on a farm near 
Fulton, UL, just across the Mississippi river 
from Clinton, Ia. His parents were hard 
working folk, who made severe sacrifices to 


send their gon to Fulton college, which he | 
entered in 1881. He was graduated with 
honors and after teaching several years he 


became président of the institution. 


Left with Two Children. 

In 1897 Mr. Morley married and entered 
the Methodist ministry. While at the More- 
land church his wife died, leaving two daugh- 
ters. A few years later Mr. Morley married 


‘Miss Marion Bull of Rockford, Ill. For 4 


short time he served in 4 missionary ap-

New York, April 15.—With flour up 40cents 
a barrel and the prospects for a further 
rise New York City ie facing the possibility 
of bread at 7 cents a loaf as a result of the 
recent rise in the price of wheat. The 
Ghetto of New York already hee felt the 
effect of the Chicago corner. Six cents a 
loaf is the price now charged by some baker- 


days ago. They add that even 6 cents would 
not give them any sort of a profit. 

Concerted action to raise bread prices is 
expected at the next meeting of the Bast 
Side Master Bakers’- association. This or- 
ganization comprises 400 proprietors of the 
smalier bakeries, twenty-two of whom have, 
tt is stated, given up business since the big 
rise in wheat began. The secretary declared 
today that present conditions meant either 
a cut in the weight of each loaf or ele an 
increase in the price. 

Tou could buy a twenty ounce loaf on 
the east side eight months ago for 4 cents,“ 
he declared, and now a ten ounce loaf costs 
at least 5 cents. It is safe to say that the 
price of bread and roils has practically 
doubled. Fifteen hundred bakers have been 
thrown out of work and 2,000 others are with- 
out regular emplogment.’’ 


Master Bakers in Protest. 

Cincinnati, O., April 15—[Special.}—Mem- 
bers of the National Association of Master 
Bakers have joined in a protest against spec- 
ulation and gambling in the staple necessi- 
ties of life, and today, prompted by the high 
price of flour attributed to the corner in 
wheat, they joined in a request to congress 
for action. After a meeting of the executive 
committee of the association this afternoon 
Simon Hubig of Cincinnat!,-its president.

April 15.—Bakers in 
most of the cities of Connecticut are worried 
over the outlook for prices on bread and 
cakes. In this city today pastry was ad- 
vanced slightly, while cakes and buns, usual-

Portland Price Is $6.05: 

Portland, Ore., April 15.—The sharpest ad- 
‘vance in flour values in a long time took 
effect today.

This will be the 
highest flour market known here in many 
years.

The message was received in both houses 
and in each referred to committee. 

The bill, in the opinion of George R. Colton, 
collector of customs in the islands, will prove 
of material value to the American exporter. 
Features of the old Spanish and Cuban tariffs 
which were vexatous and annoying to both 
exporter and importer have been eliminated, 
and every effort has been put forth to make 
the administrative features simple and in 
conformity with the United States tariff de- 
cisions and the interpretations of the courts. 


System Led to Complaints. 

Under the existing tariff the prgetice was 
to levy duty on the packing as distinct from 
the merchandise inclosed, and it provided a 
system of fines which were automatic in their 
operation and which led to all sorts of dis- 
satisfaction and complaint from American 
exporters and permitted opportunities for 
illegal practices. 

The German, Spanish, English, and French 
exporters were familiar with the practices in 
vogue, and this gave them a decided advan- 
tage over American business men. There 
were other exacting and confusing features 
of the old tariff, troublesome both to the ex- 


porter and to the importer, which are en- 
tirely. eliminated from the new bill.

CORNERS IN GRAIN

delivery as the man with a house and lot has 
to give an option on his real property. 

This is the reason why legislation directed 
against the trading in futures never has been 
put through congress. The United States 
government has no authority except over 
the things which actually enter into inter- 
state commerce. In most option or future 
trading there is not only no interstate com- 
merce but there actually is no commerce at 
all, the transaction being a gambling one 
pure and simple, conducted on the basis of 
margin and with no actual delivery of any 
commodity at all. 


Sherman Act Only Course. 

This is the situation which confronts the 
department of justice now. The only way in 
which Mr. Patten or other speculators can 
be reached would be through the conspiracy 
clause of the Sherman law. That law pro- 
hibits conspiracy or combination in restraint 
of trade in interstate commerce. It would be 
necessary, accordidng to the lawyers, to shaw 
that Mr. Patten, for instance, was engaged 
‘in a conspiracy, the object of which was to 
prevent other people from dealing in any 
article to be sent from one state to another. 

There is said to be no precedent for the 
claim that running a corner, while repre- 
hensible in itself, ts in any way conspiracy. 
It is a clever move which is not generally in 
the interest of the public and which is in- 
tended to squeeze other people for the 
benefit of an individual speculator or group 
of speculators. 

The man who runs the corner does not, 
however, as a usual thing, engage in any 
conspiracy or agreement to drive other peo- 
ple out of business. His man purpose is to 
control the price in his own interest, and so 
far as the department of justice has gone it 
has not found any way in which to prevent 
such interference With the usual operation 
of the law of supply and demand. 


Legislation Fails Against Corners. 

The speculator in a bull market, and par- 
ticularly such a speculator as Mr. Patten, is 
more apt to seize upon a favorable time at 
which to make contracts for future delivery. 
He can be compelled, of course, to deliver 
grain and to that extent is interested in in- 
terstate commerce, but his movements, so 
far as they have been investigated by the 
government, do not involve any interference 
with the ordinary channels of trade, the 
function of the man running a corner being to 
take all grain offered to him at a stipulated 
price and hold it until he controls practically 
the entire supply, after which he unloads 
at his own price. , 

Legislation like that contemplated by Rep- 
resentative Scott will not stop corners, be- 
cause they can be run just as well on a cash 
commodity as upon a future, and cash trad- 
ing often is a favorite form of the evil. It is 
said not to be a violation of the Sherman 
law for any man to buy all of any particular 
commodity there is in sight and then to gell 
it again at his own price. He frequently 
stimulates interstate commerce instead of 


For this reason it is not likely the depart- 
of justice will take any serious action

There is a possibility that the Pat ten wheat 
corner may result in some change of the 
tariff schedules so as to let in wheat free, but 
this, of course, would provoke an immediate 
protest from farmers, and neither the senate 
nor the house of representatives is Hable to 
take any such drastic action in view of the 
fact that this corner, like all others which 
have preceded it, is necessarily of a tempo-, 
rary character wich does ont influence the 
permanent price of grain in any way. 


CANADIAN WHEAT THE SOLUTION? 
Chicago grain and board of trade interest» 
heard, regarding the president’s action re- 
ferred to in the foregoing dispatch, that it 
had been proposed to allow Mgnitoba wheat 
to be brought into the United States, the 
party importing it to pay the duty and then 
to be allowed a refund later on when they

“This would work,” according to the views 
of a leading grain, man, to bring in the 
Manitoba wheat during the present stringen- 
ey, to hold the price of wheat down and the 
price of flour and bread down between now 
and the new crop.

„Manitoba grows a large amount of wheat 
and this wheat is offered to foreign markets 
at prices which regulate the price which 
could be obtained for the American wheat.

nary conditions would not come and would 
not bother the American farmer. It is 
argued that if it were made part of the tariff 
bill a corner in wheat would not be possible 
and relief would be given the bread con- 
sumers throughout the United States.“ 


are treated as in the measure passed by the 
house. The estimate is e that the reve- 
nues from the bit will aggregate $7,000,000, 
as against\$8,500,000 under the present law. 
The deficit in the budget will be made up by 
an increase in internal revenue taxation. 
The schedules in the tariff are consolidated 
and put under 362 paragraphs, as against 406 
in the old Spanish classification. The Amer- 
ican people, Mr. Colton says, know little of 
that classification and consequently the prac- 
tice in vogue in the American tariff con- 
struction has been followed as far as possible. 


Changes from Present Law. 

Generally speaking, the changes made 
from the present law are along the fol- 
lowing lines: 

in the treatment of textiles the rates are 
substantially the same, but they are equal- 
ized according to quality. 

The duties on fine stones are increased in 
proportion to their value; on earths they are 
substantially the same. . 

The duty on glass is substantially the same 
as under the ofd tariff, while the schedules 
are readjusted and simplified. 

The duty on coal is unchanged. 

The duty on mineral oils is reduced 3% 
per cent. 

On metals and manufactures thereof the 
average rates are equivalent to those of the 
old tariff, but the schedules are reshaped 
and simplified. 

The duties on drugs and pharmaceutical 
products remain the same, while the rates on 
proprietary medicines have been materially 
increased as a protection against the im- 
portation of deleterious articles from coun- 
triés having no pure food and drug laws. 

ine importation of opium, except for me- 
dicinal purposes, is prohibited. 

The duties on machinery of all kinds are 
more than doubled so as to encourage the 
importation of such manufactures from the 
United States. 

The duties on all foodstuffs are substan- 
tially the same as under the old tariff, with 
& readjustment of classification. 

The duty on spirits ig raised from 35 to 50 
cents a proof liter, and on sparkling wines 
from 85 cents to $2 a proof liter, while the 
rates on-still wines and beer remain the same 
with a simplification of the schedules. 


Bailey Would Tax Incomes. 


Shortly after the senate met it agreed to 

a resolution of the house asking that the 
tariff bill be returned to that body 30 it 
might be amended to place upon the free list 
the byproducts of petroleum, as well as 
crude and refined petroleum. The bill was 
soon returned to the senate with this amend- 
ment inserted. 

Senator BaNey introduted an amendment 
placing a tax of 3 per cent on incomes of 
pe: N ose annually, which, he said, would 
provide a revenue of from 000, 

389. 000,000 annually. 855 great. 

The amendment exempts all incomes from 
federal, state, county, and municipal securi- 
ties, salaries of all state officers, and incomes 
of corporations below $5,000. The former 
law on this subject provided for a tax of 2 
per cent on incomes of $4,000 and upwards.

of the United States which are deemed recip- 
rocally unequal and unreasonable. 

Senator Cummins’ plan is to have the presi- 
dent in such cases issue a proclamation sus- 

ding the schedules on imports from those 

countries o be mentioned in the forthcoming 
act, which imports, if upon the dutiable list, 
shall meet a levy of 123 per cent of ordinarily 


4 prescribed duties, and if upon the free list, an 


imposition of 10 per cent ad valorem. 

For the purpose of further enlarging the 
trade of the United States the president is 
empowered to inaugurate the same proceed- 
ing as was authorized under the Dingley law, 
which resulted in the Kasson series of treaties 
which met such Sdtsastrous fate in the sen- 
ate. That is to enter into negotiations with 
the governments exporting certain articles 
to the United States, with a view to the ar- 
rangement of commercial agreements in 
which reciprocal or equivalent concessions 
may be secured in favor of the products and 
manufactures of the United States. When 
such agreements are effected, the regular 
duties prescribed in the tariff act are to be 
reduced to an 85 per ce1.t basis. 

Senator Cummins will make a strong en- 
deavor to have his amendment adopted. al- 
though he will meet with opposition to it 
from both parties which he can hardly over- 
come. The failure of a similar treaty plan 
to secure reciprocal trade several years ago 
is still fresh in the minds of a great many 
of the older senators and they will firmly 
oppose any effort to revive it. 


Bills for Tariff Commission. 


Bilis providing for a tariff commission were 
introduced by Mr. Beveridge and by Mr. La 
Follette. Mr. Beveridge said the tariff com- 
mission idea had been more widely approved 
by the newspapers of the country than any 
other proposed legislation, and declared 
that it had not been opposed publicly by any 
one in congress. He expressed the belief that 
the finance committee would report a meas- 
ure embodying this provision. 


Must Make Good, Says Hill. 


That the house in the next congress will be 
controlled by the Democrats unless the Re- 
publican party carries out its platform 
pledges to revise the tariff downward is the 
substance of a declaration made today by 
James J. Hill.

Jurymen Complete Inquest in 
Death of Frank Yerkes. 


TWO WOMEN ARE RELEASED.

Mrs. Rose Schuman Tells Story of Al- 
leged Persecution. 


A coroner’s jury decided yesterday after- 
noon that Frank Yerkes, the 60 year old milk 
dealer of 4504 Champlain avenue, who was 
found dead in the room of Mrs. Rose Schu- 
man, 24 years old, 758 West Sixty-first place, 
early in the morning, killed himself while 
despondent over love affairs. 

Mrs. Schuman and Ethel Blackwell, 19 
years old, of 6921 Wallace street, who were 
being held by the police, were released after 
the inquest. According to the two women, 
Yerkes, who had for several months declared 
his love for Mrs. Schuman, burst in the beck 
door of the flat at 2:30 o’clock, and, rushing 
into their bedroom without speaking a word, 
shot himself. 

Mrs. Schuman is the divorced wife of John 
H. Sperling. She was granted a decree in Chi- 
cago a year ago last March after she had 
preferred charges of bigamy. 

Mrs. Rose Plashke Sperling, who said she 
was wife No. 1, caused Sperling's arrest upon 


i@ charge of running a confidence game. He 


pleaded guilty and the bigamy charge against 
him was withdrawn. Mrs. Schuman at thet 
time said that she married Sperling to spite 
another man, with whom she was in love. 
She and Sperling were married in St. Joa, 
Mich., in 1904. 

Says Yerkes Broke Into Flat. 

At the inquest Mrs. Schuman told of alleged 
persecution at the hands of the old milk 
dealer. 

„He threatened to kill me and himself 
last Friday night.“ she said. if I did not 
promise to marry him. He exhibited a re- 
volver and said I would have to marry him. 
To get him into a good humor I promised to 
go to supper with him the next night. 

„ All I know about the shooting is that I 
heard a crash at the back door of the flat 
and I rushed for the front door shouting 
‘Burglars.’ My friend, Miss Blackwell, was 
too frightened to move and remained in the 
bed. I ran to the janitress in the basement 
of the flat next door and told her that some 
one had broken into the house. She went 
for the police and when she came back Miss 
Blackwell came running out and said that 
Yerkes had shot himself.“ 


Flees from Aged Suitor. 

A note alleged to have been sent by Yerkes 
to Mrs. Schuman, in which he apologized for 
carrying a revolver, was shown. The writer 
told of his Jove, and expressed a desire to 
marry Mrs. Schuman. 

“ Yerkes made me accept a diamond ring 
from him, Mrs. Schuman said, after I 
had told him that I could not marry him. He 


tried to force me to accept gifts of money. 


When 1 refused to take them he would send 
them to me in letters. 

„He drove me away from Elgin, II., where 
I was working a year ago. 1 came to Chi- 
cago to get rid of him and went to work as a 
nurse in a hospital on the south side. He 
followed me here. I quit my place in the 
hospital a week ago and moved to my pres- 
ent address in an effort to get rid of his at- 


tentiorns.” 


Mrs. Schuman said she had been engaged 
to sing in the chorus of the Metropolitan 
opera at the Auditorium theater Saturday 
night, but could not attend a rehearsal dur- 
ing the day. She also states Yerkes, who 
was a widower, formerly was marshal at

Leaders Win Week’s Delay. 

The action of giving the

Demands for a raise from $16 and $17 a week 
to $17 and $18 a week, with the same com- 
mission rate as under the agreement which 
expired April 1, are made by the drivers. 
They are paid a commission of .6 cent on 
all above 190 points soid a day. One point 
is a quart of milk or a pint of cream, By this 
system many experienced drivers working at 
a guaranteed scale of $17 a week make from 
$19 to $21 a week. The lower scale is paid 
only to the newly employed men. 

Should the employers refuse the demand 
for $1 a week and the strike be ordered it 
would tie up every large milk distributing 
concern in Chicago and suburbs.

Electricians Sign Scale. 


The strike of electrical workers, which be- 
gan on April 1 and involved nearly 1,000 
men, was ended during the day, when a com- 
mittee of the union and of the Electrical 
Contractors’ association signed an agree- 
ment to run for two years at an increase 
from 88 to $5.50 a day from April 1. The 
strikers will return to work this morning. 

An increase in wages also has been given 
to the hodcarriers and building laborers. At 
a meeting of a committee of the union and 
the Masons and Builders’ association a three 
years’ agreement was signed up to run from 
July 1 at a raise from $2.80 to $3 a day. The 
laborers asked for $3.20 a day. 

Prospects are bright for an early #ettle- 
ment of the strike of glaziers, who have been 
out since March 1. It is probable that a 
meeting of the strikers and employers will 
be held today or tomorrow, when the glaziers 
will accept a proposition to sign a three 
years’ agreement at 45 cents an hour this 
year, 47% cents next year, and 50 cénts the 
third year of the contract. The old scale 
called for 42% cents an hour and the men 
struck for an increase of, F cents. 


Leaves Only Tile Workers. Out. 


This leaves virtually only the tilelayers on 
strike in the building industry and only the 
structural iron workers and hoisting engi- 
neers still demanding increased wages. It is 
likely that the latter two crafts will get a 
raise. The structural iron workers ask for a 
raise from 62% to 67% cents an hour, and 
the hoisting engineers demand an increase 
from $4.80 to $5 a day. 

A convention of all organizations of musi- 
clans opposed to the American Federation 
of Musicians will be held in New York on 
April 29 to launch a new organization. Among 
the organizations that will participate are 
the American Musicians’ union, the musi- 
cians’ union of the Knights of Labor, the In- 
ternational Musical and Theatrical union, 
and 600 local independent unions, represent- 
ing in all 20,000 musicians. 

R. W. Starr, secretary of the American 
Musicians’ union, 182 Dearborn street, said 
the proposed organization would not become 
a labor union. 

We are a luxury,” he said. The differ- 
ence between a good musician and a bad one 
is evident to all. To pay musicians a mini- 
mum and maximum wage scale is impossi- 
ble. It has brought nothing but trouble 
so far, and we propose to do away with it.”

UNIONS READY FOR FIGHT. 


Call for Men to Quit Work Is Issued 
and They Obey. | 


The strike of the sailors on the great lakes, 
or rather their refusal to work, is now in ef- 
fect. Fully 15,000 men, from engineers to 
deckhands, are affected by the decision of 
the union organizations not to operate boats 
belonging to members of the Lake Carriers’ 
association until its avowed purpose to en- 
foree an open shop on the lake boats is 
abandoned. 

Some boats which have signed up men with- 
out the open shop clause and others with non- 
union crews will try to get out of port to- 
morrow. Several boats of the Mutual and 
Union lines have steam up ready to start. 
and an effort will be made to break through 
the Ice. 

Thomas A. Hanson, treasurer of the Lake 
Seamen's union? declared y that the 
situation virtually amounted to a lockout by 
the association. He said 15,000 seamen were 
only awaiting the outcome of the negotia- 
tions in progress at Buffalo between the 
Lake District grievance committee and the 
association before deciding upon the next 
move. 

President William Livingstone of the asso- 
elation has announced in reply to the ulti- 
matum of Vietor A. Olander, secretary of the 
union,demanding a conference for the adjust- 
ment of the dispute, that the association will 
neither grant the demand nor recognize the 


union. 
Overt Act to Be Signal. 

“We are only waiting for an overt act be- 
fore we strike back.“ said Treasurer Hanson. 

“It win be a fight to a finish. The seamen 
are determined to maintain their rights as 
American citizens of belonging to any or- 
ganization they please. The so-called ‘wel- 
fare system’ which the association is at- 
tempting ta introduce on the association 
boats is one of the greatest forms of the 
blacklist ever devised.” 

The attitude of the lake carriers seems to 
be that now is the best time to force the open 
shop principle. The employés, on the other 
hand, are clever enough to see that a strike, 
declared before it would embarrass the car- 
riers would fall, there being no disposition 
to start boats at this time. 


Men Ordered Not to Ship. 

W. H. Jenkins, a member of the committee, 
said that all men affiliated with the union had 
been instructed not to take berths on boats of 
the association. 

President Stack of the firemen’s union said 
the members would not work with engineers 
who held open shop contracts. 

Cleveland union men expected that if any 
answer came from Livingstone it would be 
a fiat refusal to reconsider the attitude of 
boat owners and that this would be a signal 
for the calling of the strike at midnight. 

There are 1,000 seamen, 700 firemen, and 800 
cooks in the union in Chicago. Thirty-eight 
large steamboats are tied up in the Calumet 
river and they probably will be unable to 
move until at least May 1 on accoynt of the 
dispute. c

Legislators Object to Lack of 
Referendum Provision 
by Mayor. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 
‘Springfield, III., April 15.—{Special.}—May- 
or Busse's friends made some progress in 
legislation today when they succeeded in 
getting the bond and revenue bills reported

Bills Lack Referendum Clause.

For this reason, although the bills have come 
through committee successfully, the men be- 
hind them are not over sanguine.

It is made impossible for the court to at- 
tempt to regulate the personal habits of a 
paroled man or woman other than to require 
that no laws of the state or city be violated. 
Tt is made impossible to demand that total 
abstinence be made the rule of life for such 
a person or to attempt to govern his or her

Senate Passes Breidt Bill. 


In addition to these measures affecting the 
courts, the senate today passed the Breidt 
bill, amending the indeterminate sentence 
law in accordance with the request of State's 
Attorney Wayman, Chief of Police Shippy of 
Chicago, and members of the state associa- 


tion of state's attorneys. 


This bill provides that the jury, or, in case 
of a plea of guilty, the judge shall fix the

Bill Outlines How the Change

‘Springfield, III., April 15.—[Special.]—A sub- 
stitute measure for all pending bills to allow 


cities to establish the commission form of 


government has been agreed on by the senate 
committee having charge of the subject and 


as been reported favorably to the upper 


ranch. 

It practically is house bill 342, introduced 
in the lower branch by Representative Lyon, 
with some additions made by the senate com- 
mittee. 

It retains the mayor as an elective city offi- 
cer and provides for a commission of four 
additional members to be elected from the 
city or town at large, all ward lines being 


wiped out so far as the election of commis- 


sioners is concerned. 

The bill provides that on petition. of one- 
tenth of the voters of a city or ten to the 
County court the county judge shall order a 
special election to submit the question of 
adopting the commission form of govern- 
ment. If a regular election happens to fall 
within the specified sixty day period in which 
the election must be held it may be used, but 
otherwise the county judge is required to call 
a special election, and in any case the propo- 
sition must be submitted on a separate ballot 
containing the names of no candidates. 


Five Departments in Cities. 


If the voters elect to avail themselves of 
the proposed act and to establish the com- 
mission system, an election for the choice of 
a mayor and four commissioners shall be 
held on the third Tuesday in April following 
the decision on the proposition. e term 
of office of the mayor and commissioners are 
fixed at two years. The city government 
then, under the terms of the pending bill, 
would be divided into five departments, as 
follows: 


Public affairs. 

Accounts and finances. 

Public health and safety. 

Streets and public improvements. 

Public property. 

Graded Salaries Are Provided. 

The mayor ex-officio becomes head of the 
department of public affairs, and the com- 
missioners select from their own member- 
ship heads of the other four departments, 
each commission being placed in charge of 
one. 

The bill contains a graded'Balary list for the 
officials in towns according to population, the 
compensation being fixed by this sliding 
scale. It contains, also, provisions for the 
referendum on all franchise ordinances or 
ordinances granting the use of public prop- 
erty. It provides for the recall and removal 
of the mayor or commissioners, and gives the 
voters the power to originate local legisla- 
tion by the initiative.

In running through a pile of bills recently 
introduced in the legislature, Corporation 
Counsel Brundagé yesterday rah across one 
of some importance to the municipal govern- 
ment. It was aimed to enforce Sunday clos- 
ing by quo warranto proceedings against the 
mayor—the penalty being ouster from office, 

Nothing had been heard of the pill in Chi- 
cago. The typed heading showed that it had 
been introduced by Representative Thomas 
E. Lyon of the Springfield district on April 1. 
Beyond that no information of the history of 
the bill could be found in the city hall. 

The secret was disclosed by Arthur Bur- 
rage Farwell, president of the Law and Order 
league. When he was found in the evening 
he stated that his organization had fathered 
the bill and had persuaded che 
man to present it in order to avoid “ em- 
barrassing’’ any Chicagoan. He said that 
he and several of his co-workers would go to 
Springfield to support it when a committee 
hearing is given. 

The bill is said to be as unimportant look- 
ing as any on file. It purports to be an act 
to amend section 1 of the quo warranto act, 

and there is fio indication in its contents that 
— r touches on the Sunday clos- 
ng 


Amendment Is Important Part. 


The important part—the amendment—is 
that if “any public officer shall willfully 
fail or refuse to perform any public duty im- 
posed upon him by law.” an information in 
the nature of a quo warranto may be 
filed against him. ‘The other five amended 
sections provide for the method of procedure 
and wind up with the fixing of the “ judg- 
ment of ouster against such person from the 
office and fine such person for unlawfully 
holding and executing such office, and also 
give judgment in favor of the relator for the 
costs of prosecution.”’ 

“It is an effort to strengthen the quo war- 
ranto act,“ explained Mr. Farwell, “‘ and to 
compel public officials to carry out their 
oaths of office by performing the duties pre- 
seribed for them by law. The Sunday closing 
law prescribes a duty for the mayor which 
has not been carried out, so that he would 
be affected by the passage of the act. 

“I expect it to come up for hearing in the 
committee on judicial department and prac- 
tice next week, and when it does several rep- 
resentatives of the Law and Order league 
will be there to support it.“ 

Mayor Busse, at Fox lake, said that he had 
not been informed of the introduction of the 
Lyon bill and declined to discuss it.

It prohibits the sale or disposal of any arti- 
cle left in pawn within a year from the time 
of default, except by the written permission 
of the person to whom the loan was made.

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RULES CANTWELL NOT GUILTY 


Judge Orders Aequittal on the 
Conspiracy Charge. 


SAYS IT CANNOT BE PROVED. 


Assistant Prosecutor Says New Indict- 
‘ment Will Be Sought. 


— 


Attorney Robert E. Cantwell, charged with 
— ee 8 to defeat justice in the Hip Lung 
ease, was acquitted yesterday by a 

— in Judge McHwen's court. 

This sudden action was taken as the result 
of a faulty Indictment under which the at- 
torney was being tried, the court ruling that 
** conspiracy to defeat justice was a charge 
which could not be substantiated. After 
listening to arguments ail morning Judge 
McEwen instructed the jury todischarge the 
defendant. 

Cantwell was elated, over the ruling of the 
court, but it was declared the attorney's case 
will be taken before the grand jury next 
week with a view of securing a new trial as 
soon as possible. 

Judge McEwen’s Ruling. 

Judge McEwen in his ruling did not at- 
tempt to palllate the offense with which 
Cantwell wag, charged. He said: 

“I am satisfied that to continue the trial 
regardless of its outcome or regardless of 
the time it might take to pass to the upper 
courts would result. the same as the con- 
clusion which I now express; that is, that 
the defendant, if he is guilty of anything 
upon the evidence outlined in the case, — 
guilty of something else than the charge of 
conspiragy contained in the six counts of 
this indictment. 

’ So far as the evidence goes the attempt 
to procure false testimony was the individ- 
ual act of the defendant, Cantwell, and not 
an act in conspiracy or combination with 
others, so that as a matter of proof the con- 
spiracy in the first, second, and sixth counts 
will necessarily fail.” 

While Assistant State's Attorney Popham 
argued against the action of the court, he 
declared that had Cantwell been convicted 
under the indictment he would have ae 
given a much lighter sentence than w 
be given him if he should be convict 
one of three other indictments which hay 
be returned by the grand jury. A charge 
of perjury or subornation of perjury carries 
with it a sentence of from one to fourteen 
years in the penitentiary or both.

Strange Session of Chamber. 

A strange but significant session of the 
‘chamber was held today. It should be re-

of the country. 


Chamber’s Attitude Indicates Defeat. 

In addition the chamber agreed to issue as- 
surances to the various constituencies that 
order would be restored and the constitution 
maintained. Later the chamber resumed its 
| public sitting for the formal election of a new 

president, Ismail Kemal Bey's appointment 
having deen merely a temporary one, made 
necessary by the withdrawal of Ahmed Riza. 

Doyen Naki Pasha occupied the chair and 
Ahmed Riza‘s resignation was accepted with- 
out a vote being taken. After tedious baliot- 
ing no nominee had a sufficient majority to 
secure his election, while the soldiers’ nomi- 
nee, Ismail Kemal Bey, stood only third on 
the list. The proceedings, therefore, were 
postponed until Saturday, where there is G 
tle doubt Ismail Kemaywill be elected. 

The whole attitude Of the chamber today 
indicated its sense of defeat and lost influ- 
ence. Few of the members dared to speak. 
Those more courageous were interrupted by 
the timid ones, who apparently were fearful 
that the next attack might be directed 
against them. The Hodjas dominated the 
situation and spoke imperativély. When the 
sitting became public several of the ministers 
arrived and took part in the proceedings. 


: Minister Made to Retract. 

The minist@ of instruction, alluding to 
reports alleging that a mortal blow had been 
struck at the constitution, declared that the 
new ministers had sworn to uphold the con- 
stitution and they would rather die than vio- 
late thelr oaths. He assured the chamber 
that nothing threatened the constitution and 
that there was no need for alarm. This last

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One-third of Nation's Forest 
Reserve Area Will Be , 
Opened to Entry. 


ORDER GIVEN FOR SURVEY 


Taft’s Proclamation Will Affect 
Untimbered Tracts in Va- 
rious States. 


Washington, D. C., April 18.— [Special. 1 
President Taft will, in the course of a few 
months, issue a proclamation and an exec- 
utive order which will result in the elimina- 
tion of practically one-third of the forest 
reserve area of the United States and re- 
turn many millions of acres of valuable 
‘lands to entry and settlement. 

By direction of the president the secre- 
‘tary of agriculture has given orders for 
surveys in forest reserves which will en- 
able him to take therefrom every strip of 
untimbered land and all lands fit for agri- 
cultural purposes, These will be thrown into 
the public domain and become the property 
of citizens of the United States who care to 
enter them under the public land laws, 


' Pinchot to Undertake Surveys. 

Forester Gifford Pinchot has been directed 
to undertake surveys in the state of Idaho 
at once, using members of his forestry force 
ag largely ab possible in running lines which 
will establish the exact locations of the 
untimbered spots in the reserves. 

The state of Idaho will have close to a 
million acres of land returned to entry 
when the surveys are made, and the presi- 
dent's proc tion finally goes into effect. 
Colorado, U Wyoming, New Mexico, Cal- 
ifornia, ahd all the great coast states in 
which Mr. Pinchot has been maintaining his 
forest domains comprising 196,000,000 acrés, 
will be given attention at an early date. 


Practically Victory for Heyburn. 

The order of the secretary of agriculture is 
looked upon as practically a victory for Sena- 
tor Heyburn of Idaho, who ever since his 
advent to the senate has been carrying on a 
constant warfare against the ,wholesale 
placing of lands in forest reserves in the 
west. During consideration of the agricul- 
tural appropriation bill in the senate in the 
session of the congress recently closed he 
offered an amendment which would confine 
the reserves to tree lands alone and make 
it impossible for the bureau of forestry to 
place restrictions upon use of bare spots 
here and there and to keep them apart from 
entry under the homestead and other land 
laws. 

With the retirement of President Roose- 
velt a more liberal policy toward westerners 
was apparently put in force, for in the order 
of the secretary of agriculture Senator Hey- 
burn has secured practically what his de- 
feated amendment to the agricultural! bill 
called for. 

* Pinchot, Opposed to It. 

Tt can be stated that the new forest re- 
serve policy has not met with the approval 
of Chief Forester Gifford Pinchot, who has 
been maintaining steadily that proper ad- 
ministration of forest reserves necessitated 
the practical blanketing of a great many 
wastes where there grew neither grass nor 
trees. However, following a general policy 
which was inaugurated with the advent of 
the Taft administration, through which near- 
ly a million acres of land withdrawn from 
entry by President Roosevelt have been re- 
turned to the public domain. Mr. Pinchot 
has been required to Ar to the new order 
of things.

of $662 of the editions which are shown in 
the report of the text book investigating 
committee to have formed a substantial part 
of the avercharges which Chicago has torne. 
The committee unwillingly: approved. ot a 
recommendation from the superintendent's 
office to authorize Business Manager John A. 
Guilford to purchase 500 Tarr & McMurry’s 
introductory geographies, 400 Tarr & Mo- 
Murry’s complete . geographies, and 500 
Southworth-Stone arithmetics,. book two. 
The first quantity was purchated at the 
price of 40 cents quoted to Chicago, though 
the report shows that the boeks’ are sold in 
Indiana at 30 cents and in Califernia at 9 
cents. The second consignment was -pur- 
chased at a price of 68 cents, as against the 
price of 15 cents alleged to be given to Call- 
fornia. The arithmetics' were purchased at 


88 cents, as against à price of 27 cents 


charged in St. Louis, Mo. ‘

Discuss Vacation Schools. 

The question of taking over the vacation 
school system and of placing it under a spe- 
cial superintendent drew forth a lengthy dis- 
cussion. Chairman Theodore W. Robinson 
argued that the district stiperintendents 
should recommend a supervisor or that the 
vacation schools should be conducted by the 
superintendent's offfce as a regular part of 
the school Atem. : | 

President Otto C. Schneider and Dr. R. A. 
White objected to having them governed by 
the superintendent's office on, the ground 
that they are in operation during the sum- 
mer when the superintendents are granted 
vacations. Several members wished to name 
John D. Shoop, who has superintended the 
vacation school system for several years and 
was selected by former Supt. of Schools Ed- 
win G. Cooley as future superintendent. 
Chairman Robinson declared that such ac- 
tion would be against custom and would 
usurp the authority of the district superin- 
tendents. . 

The matter finally was disposed of by a re- 
quest to the superintendents to recommend 
a supervisor before the regular board meet- 
ing next Wednesday night. when the propo- 
sition will come up for final disposition. 


Peace Talks Before Children. 

Representatives to the peace conference to 
be held on May 3. 4, and 5 obtained the ap- 
proval of the committee to a proposition to 
communicate with principals of the schools 
with a view to sending speakers to the 
schools to talk to the children on the subject 
of universal peace. ee 

R. L. Melendy of Chicago, secretary of the 


peace congress, spoke to the committee and. 


said there would be thirty to forty cdllege 
presidents and other persons of greater or 
less reputation who could be called on to 
speak to the children... One of these speak- 
ers, Lucia Ames Meade of. Boston, he said, 
would be in Chicago today. 

The ‘committee listened to the complaint 
of a delegation. of high school music teachers 
with a request for an increase in salaries. 
Oscar E. Robinson, music instructe# in the 


Hyde Park High school, spoke for the teach- 


ers and pointed out that they receive a maxi. 
mum ‘®alary of $1,600 as against the maxi- 
mum of $1,800 paid to music teachers in the 
elementary schools. This complaint was re- 
ferred to a special committee consisting of 
Trustees Kohn, Spiegel, and Schneider. 


“CANAL DONE IN FIVE YEARS.” 


William Hale Thompson, Back from the 
Isthmus, Lauds Work Done by 
the Government. 


That the Panama canal is almost sure to 
be completed inside of five years, unless the 
big dam gives trouble, is the report brought 
back from the isthmus by William Hale 
Thompson, former alderman and county 
commissioner, who has arrived in Chicago 
after a month spent in Central America. 

Whether the canal should be built on the 
sea level or the lock plan is the vexatious 
question at Panama, on which there has 
been a great difference of opinion,” he said. 
“The lock canal, which is in the process of 
construction, is the most practical and can 
de built more cheaply and more quickly than 
the other type.

Arrested After Clash with Clerks. 

The. story ia an unusual one. Early. on the 
morning of March. 15 Winters created a dis- 
turbance in the Vestibule hotel, 99 Van 
Buren street, and had a fracas with the 
three detendants, employed there as clerks,- 
and Charles Howard, a watchman indicted 
with them but against whom charges have 
since been dropped. Winters was arrested 
and sent to Harrison street. police station, 
where Dr. Wall dressed his injuries.

PROFIT SHARING AND PEACE 
THEMES OF LARGE EMPLOYERS 


R. T. Crane and Others Discuss Questions 
at Convention of the National Metal 
Trades Association in New York. 


New York, April 15.—Profit sharing with 
employés and industrial peace were the prin- 
cipal subjects for discussion at the eleventh 
annual convention of ‘the National Metal 
Trades association at the Hotel Astor today. 
R. T. Crane, head of the Crane company of 
Chicago, told of the plans of profit sharing 
he had put in practice with the thousands 
of employés of his concern. 

“The net earnings of the Crane company 
are divided between the employés and the 
stockholders, said Mr. Crane. First, the 
interest, at legal rate, on the capital in- 
vested in the business is deducted from the 
net profits of the business for the year. Then 
the remainder of the profits are divided in 
two equal shares, one of which goes to the 
company to be applied to surplus or dividends 
and the other is set aside for the employés.”’ 

N. O. Nelson of St. Louis presented a novel 
plan of profit sharing in which customers of 
his firm benefited with its employés in the 
net profits. The division of the profits are 
made in stock or scrip, the employés receiv- 
ing. shares according to the length of service 
and importance of their positions, while 
shares are issued to customers based on the 
amount of their annual trade with the fac- 
tory. Mr. Nelson's plan was opposed by sev- 
eral speakers.

THE ASPHALT DUTY. 

The roadmakers began by denouncing in 
a helpless way the destructiveness of 
automobiles. They are now reaching the 
conclusion that they must change their 
methods of road building. They see they 
must give up pavements which could 
stand indefinitely the wear and tear of 
old fashioned conveyances and build coads 
that cannot be torn up by the suction of 
the rubber tires of autos. They are using 
one or another asphaltic compound as « 
binder and hope thus to solve the prpblem 
of durable roads. In order that the cost 
of those compounds might be kept within 
reasonable limits they asked the commit- 
tee on ways and means to put crude 
asphaltum and bitumen on the free list 

It responded by raising the duty from 
$1.50 a ton to $3.86 on the bitumen con- 
tent. That substituted an 81 per cent 
ad valorem duty for a 86 per cent duty. 
The committee did this at the request of 
a group of California producers of as- 
phalt who find that because of railroad 
rates they cannot compete on the Atlan- 
tic seaboard with imported asphalt with 
the duty what it 16. So, in order to help 
them, the committee proceeded to add to 
the cost of asphaltum pavements in cities 
and good roads in the country.

How the comte de Chambord, in whose 
favor his grandfather, Charles X., abdicated 
in 1880 the crown of France, and who as a 
child reigned for a few brief hours as Henry 
V., preferred in 1878 to sdcrifice his certain 
chances of restoration to the throne rather 
than consent to the retention of the tricolor 
as the national standard in Heu of the old 
white Bourbon flag with its golden lilies, isa 
familiar story. But e series of letters and 
diaries tten by the late M. de Sugny, who 
was intimately connected with the legitimist 


tant part in the negotiations between this 
king in partibus and the royalist leaders in 
France, has just been published in Paris, and 
shed a curious light on the efforts made by 
foreign powers thirty-six years ago to bring 
about @ restoration of the monarchy in 
France. 

Everything was prepared for the placing of 
the comte de Chambord on the French throne. 
The reactionary administration in Paris was 
virtually committed thereto, and had with 
this object in view placed as prefects, that is 
to say, as governors of all the departments, 
officiale upon whose obedience they could 
depend. The comte de Chambord even had 
in readiness the magnificent gilded and 
painted state coach in which he was to make 
his official entry into Paris. The only hitch 
was this question of the flag, the principal 
generals declaring that the army would not 
consent to the substitution of the white and 
gold standard of the Bourbons for the tri- 
color, under which it had fought and bled 
on so many glorious battlefields. 

— 


After all the royalist leaders and generals 
had appealed in vain to the comte de Cham- 
board to yield, a number of foreign sover- 
,@igns are shown to have intervened. Pius 
IX. personally urged the comte de Chambord 
to give way, insisting on the importance to 
the church of a monarchi restoration in 
France, Emperor Alexander II. of Russia 
also brought pressure to bear upon him in 
several strongly worded letters, and offered 
to travel all the way from St. Petersburg 
to have a personal interview with him at 
Carisbad, Kissingen, or some other German 
or Austrian thermal resort. The emperor 
of Austria, whose hospitality the comte de 
Chambord had enjoyed throughout the 
greater portion of his life, and in whose 
dominions the comte de Chambord made his 
ho strongly recommended him to yield 
on the subject of the flag, and even went so 
far as to sound old Emperor William and 
Bismarck at Berlin as to the possibility of 
offering some territorial advantages to 
France if the monarchy were reéstablished., 
Ex-King Francis of Naples, head of the 
Neapolitan branch of the Bourbons, and, 
of course, Don Carlos, the Spanish pretender, 
all added their entreaties. But the comte de 
Chambord absolutely refused to listen to any 
one or to budge one inch from the position 
which he had assumed in connection with 
the flag. 

And thus the moment when a restoration 
might have taken place passed by, the comte 
de Chambord preferring to sacrifice the 
throne of France rather than his white and 
gold standard. The reactionary administra- 
tion at Paris was overthrown, and the state 
carriage which was to have served for the 
entry of Henry V. into his good city of Paris, 
after several vicissitudes, reached Athens, 
where it was used a year ago for the state 
entry into the Greek metropolis of Prince 
George and of his bride, daughter of Roland 
Bonaparte, part proprietor of the gambling 
establishment at Monte Carlo.

Gen. Sir O' Moore Creagh's appointment to 
succeed Lord Kitchener as commander in 
chief of Great Britain's military forces in 
India is meeting with considerable disap- 
proval in military, administrative, and polit- 
ical circles, and is hardly likely to be relished 
by Lord Kitchener himself. In fact, it is 
an appointment that is ascribed, not to the 
war department but to the influence and 
pressure of Lord Morley, whose principal 
military adviser Sir O’Moore has been, as 
military secretary at the India office at 
Whitehall, ever since Lord Morley assumed 
charge of that department. 

True, Sir O! Moore, like Lord Kitchener, is 
an Irishman, hailing from County Clare, and 
is a gallant veteran, winning his Victoria 
Cross under Lord Roberts during the last 
Afghan’ war. But he is about 62 years of 
age, and, aside from a brief headship of one 
of the first class military districts in India, 
has never held any important command in 
India or elsewhere; neither does he possess 
the administrative experience necessary to 
complete the wonderful and far reaching 
work of organization which Lord Kitchener 
has inaugurated and brought well under way. 

There is reason, indeed, to fear that Gen. 
Creagh, who has most of the qualities of In- 
dian veterans, possesses likewise some of 
their most notable defects, that is to say, a 
disapproval of every reform and innovation 
of a military character. And while some of 
the elderly and retired growlers at the vari- 
ous service clubs in London ere satisfied with 
his appointment, hoping that it means a re- 
turn to old fashioned ways, it is significant 
that most officers on the active list, especially 
those of the up to date Kitchener school, de- 
plore the nomination, which they ascribe to 
Lord Morley and to his refusal to listen to 
and adviee or to consider any argument ex- 
cepting his own.

AT CIVIC ALLIANCE DINNER. 


President of the Organization Says Its 
Purpose Is to Have School for Citi- 
zens. 


New York, April 15.—The- inaugural ban- 
quet of the American Civic alliance was held 
at the Hotel Plaza tonight. The speakers 
included Wu Ting-fang, the Chinese am- 
bassador; Barron Takahira, Henry Clews, 
and J. Barry Mahool, mayor of Baltimore. 

N. Lafayette-Savay, president of the al- 
Mance, said the purpose of the alliance was 
to promote certain fundamental principies 
and constitutional promises. 

*“* We aim merely to organize the fittest citi- 
ven,“ he declared, “so that through their 
combined efforts a great national institution 
of political science can be established and 
perpetuated. This alliance is a school for 
citizens, statesmen, and diplomats.” 

Henry Clews, the banker, spoke optimis- 
tically of the impress of American demoo- 
racy on the world and urged the necessity 
of a more comprehensive school of diplo- 
mats. 

Mayor Mahool of Baltimoré spoke on 
* Civic Responstbility.“ He said: It I were 
asked to place my finger on the greatest 
evil of the civic government I would point 
out civic indifference.
